It never occurred to me 
that they wouldn’t hire me be­ 
cause I was a Negro. 


“But I found out that was 
true. Nor has the New York 
stage changed much. Oh, you 
see a few black faces in the cho­ 
rus—and blacks always dance 
with blacks, never with white 
dancers. 
“David Merrick put on 
a 
black ‘Hello, Dolly’, with Pearl 
Bailey. That used up almost all 
of the Negro performers in New 
York. There aren’t very many, 
because performers know there 
simply isn’t enough opportunity 
for a Negro to be employed on 
Broadway.” 
And despite the Increased use 
of Negroes in films and televi­ 
sion, those fields are still limit­ 
ed, Miss McNair believes. 
“The producers never consid­ 
er using a black person unless 
the part is written for a black,” 
she said. 
If these comments make Bar­ 
bara McNair sound like an an­ 
gry young woman, the fault is 
mine. They were drawn from 
her during an hour’s conversa­ 
tion which touched largely on 
her own career. And because 
that career is flourishing, she 
seems to be a happy, well-ad­ 
justed person. 
A beauty with a warm, ex­ 
pressive singing voice, she could 
have contented herself with a 
musical career. But the chal­ 
lenge of acting presented itself 
with a role on the television se­ 
ries, “The 11th Hour.” 
“Someone on the show wanted 
to experiment with turning sing­ 
ers into actors, and that’s how I 
was chosen," she recalled. “I 
found it fascinating, a real chal­ 
lenge.” 
“I suppose there is some con­ 
nection between selling the lyr 
ics of a song and performing a 
role. But on a stage you can 
only get engrossed in one song 
at a time; when you’re doing a 
role, you must get deeply in­ 
volved and sustain it emotional 
ly.”

In the opinion of the police de­ 
partment, said Burke, such per­ 
form ances in bars “not only are 
a police problem, but also a 
comm unity problem that should 
be resolved as submitted to you 
in the proposed ordinance.“ 
The 
ordinance, 
which 
goes 
into effect 30 days after its fi­ 
nal reading, probably next Mon­ 
day, would m ake nudity illegal 
“ while participating in any live 
act, demonstration or exhibition 
in any public place, place open 
to the public, or place open to 
public view, or while serving 
food or drink or both to any 
custom er.” 
Exceptions are theaters, con­ 
cert halls or other establish­ 


ments prim arily devoted to the­ 
atrical performances. Also ex­ 
cepted 
are acts 
already 
cov­ 
ered by state statute. 
The ordinance m akes topless 
and bottomless dancing a mis­ 
dem eanor, 
punishable, 
upon 
conviction, by a fine of up to 
$500, or six months imprison­ 
m ent, or by both a fine and 
imprisonment.

ordinance 
also provides that “ any person 
who employes,

Nixon's Vision: 
A 'New America' 


An America that lias abolished hunger; where 
every family is pro\ ided the m e a n s to obtain a mini­ 
mum income; where enormous progress has been 
made in providing better housing, faster transporta­ 
tio n , improved health and superior education. 


An America that has checked inflation and waged 
a winning war against crime; an America that has 
made great strides in stopping the pollution of its air. 
cleaning up its water, opening up its parks and con­ 
tinuing to explore in space. 


Most important, an America at peace with all the 
nations of the world. 


It is an impressive vision of “a new America” 
which President Richard Nixon presented in his first 
State of the Union address and the first of the new 
decade — an .America we can achieve not at some 
distant day but by our 200th anniversary, only six 
years from now. 


It is the purpose of such annual m essages to the 
Congress and the people to paint in bold but sketchy 
outlines the chief tasks and goals facing the nation 
as the President sees them. The specifics — the actual 
legislation and policies the administration feels neces­ 
sary to tackle those tasks and reach those goals—come 
later in a series of more detailed messages on the bud­ 
get. foreign affairs and the like. 


Then, as the saying goes, we get down to the nitty 
gritty — or the grirm reality — of partisan politics, 
special-interest pressures, parliamentary maneuvering 
and delay; in short, the tortuous process of translating 
agreed-upon generalities into acceptable and work­ 
able individual laws. 


As the President gently chided his audience, two- 
score legislative' proposals designed to implement a 
major part of ‘‘an unprecedented advance in this na­ 
tion's approach to its problems and its opportunities” 
were sent to Congress las’ year and still await enact­ 
ment. He will submit a dozen more major programs 
in the course of this session. 


Not all of them have been or will be the wisest or 
most desirable programs that could be devised per­ 
haps, but Congress can continue to ignore them or fail 
to substitute its own versions only at its peril, and the 
nation's. 


For unless the so-called “Silent Majority“ is more 
silent than anyone imagined, Richard Nixon has again 
accurately gauged the temper of America. 


It can still be moved by bold dreams, but the past 
decade has been a sobering, if not disillusioning, ex- 
perience, 


The nation has found that its problems of poverty, 
of urban blight, of race, of mistreatment of the environ­ 
ment are not susceptible to easv and instant solutions. 


It has seen the greatest military power on earth 
unable to bring peace in even a “minor" war in one 
tiny corner of the world. 


It has seen the very fundamentals of its national 
faith rejected by some of its youth and called into ser­ 
ious question by others. 


It is weary of riot, revolt and unproductive dis­ 
sent, and alarmed at the steady deterioration of the 
dollar with no great things to show for it. 


But far from cynicism or despair gripping the na­ 
tion, a new mood of quiet determination seems to have 
<onie into Ixoing in the* past year. If the President has 
not created this mood, he has recognized it. 


This is still the America of the proud past, with 
the unique capacity to make itself into the America 
of the proud future which the President envisions. 


As he said, our forefathers had the vision but not 
the means to achieve it. It must never Ik * said that we 
were the first generation that had the means but not 
the vision.

In

controversy 
over 
UCLA’s

Communist professor, Angela Davis, great were the 
cries ot “freedom of speech” and “academic free­ 
dom. 
Political coloration should not be a considera­ 
tion in the selection of teachers for our young people. 
Probably the major difference between the yea- 
sayers and the nay-sayers in the Davis case is an in­ 
terpretation of what Communism is. To the former 
evidently, it is just another political organization like 
the Republican, Democratic and Wallace independent 
parties. To the latter it is, far more accurately, the 
agent of a foreign power dedicated to the overthrow 
of our form of democracy by for<*e; and membership 
in it requires that the member follow the party line. 
That is the opinion of Dr. John H. Lawrence, dis- 
tinguished UC Berkeley medical physicist, Director of 
Donner Laboratory and Associate Director of Law­ 
rence Radiation Laboratory . In a cogent letter to the 
Kan Francisco Examiner, Dr. Lawrence points out 
that during his years of service he has nevei seen 
“any evidence of interference with freedom of speech 
(except when revolutionary groups have blocked the 
free speech of the majority),“ Nor has he seen any 
taculty discrimination concerning “race, color, relig­ 
ion, creed or political belief.” 
He concludes; 
“Membership in the Communist 
Party, it seems to me and I believe to the large ma­ 
jority of faculty members in Berkeley, disqualifies 
une for membership in fins faculty“ because by its 
very nature it “prevents freedom of thought and speech 
and disqualifies one for teaching and free investiga­ 
tion.”

Ford to question

Last month, close to 15,000 
trucks were counted moving 
w ar supplies southward. The 
North Vietnamese have also 
installed a n t i - aircraft guns 
along the infiltration routes to 
fight off American bombers. 
Thus, while the bombing of 
the supply columns has been 
intensified, the North Vietna­ 
m ese have been able to keep 
the supplies moving down the 
trails, both day and night. 
The 
enem y 
build-up 
has 
been greatest at the two ends 
of South Vietnam — in the 
rain forests of the North and 
the Mekong delta in the South. 
M o s t intelligence experts 
doubt that the comm unists in­ 
tend to launch another Tet of­ 
fensive. One theory is that the 
comm unists m erely are build­ 
ing up their capability for b ar­ 
gaining purposes at the Paris 
truce t a b l e . The m ajority 
opinion, however, is that the 
enem y will strike hard to in­ 
flict heavy losses on the South 
Vietnamese, thereby disrupt­ 
ing President Nixon’s Vietna- 
mization of the w ar and im ­ 
pressing upon the American 
people that the w ar will con­ 
tinue until the U.S. pulls out.

Pick Bradshaw First in Draft 


NEW YORK (U PI)—-Quarter­ 
back Terry Bradshaw, the rifle­ 
armed “ Blond Bomber“ from 
Louisiana Tech. was selected 
by 
the 
Pittsburgh 
Steelers 
today as the No. 1 choice in pro 
football’s 
annual 
draft 
of 
college players. 


Picking way down the list, the 
Rams chose Jack Reynolds, a 
6-1, 220-pound linebacker from 
Tennessee. 
While San Diego State quar­ 
terback Dennis Shaw, predicted 
to go in the first round was 
passed over. 
Even Heisman Trophy winner 
Steve Owens was a late pick by 
the Detroit Lions. 
Bradshaw, a ruggedly built. 
6-foot, 3-inch, 215-pounder, is

legs." by many college scouts. 
Blessed with a powerful arm, 
Bradshaw, a former national 
scholastic javelin record hol­ 
der, finished third among small 
college quarterbacks in total 
offense this year with 2.484 
yards. He completed 136 of 248 
passes, a .548 percentage, for 
2.314 yards and 14 touchdowns. 
As a junior, he passed for 22 
touchdowns. 
The Steelers had first choice

with the Chicago Bears. 
Chicago traded its choice to 


the Green Bay Packers, who

America defensive tackle from 
Notre Dame. McCoy, one of the 
best

Notre Dame in years, has great 
lateral pursuit and movement. 
He is known as

Cleveland took Mike Phipps,

at Purdue. Phipps, a 6-3, 206 
pounder who broke most of the

Phipps, the runner- 
up in balloting for the Heisman 
Trophy, completed 169 of 321 


passes for 2,527 yards and 23 
touchdowns.

A1 Cowlings, a 6-3, 245-pound 
defensive end from Southern 
California, was selected by the 


Buffalo Bills. Cowlings, who 
earned All-America honors, was 
the key man in the Trojans’ 
strong defensive line. The Bills 
feel they m ay shift him to 
linebacker. 
The Philadelphia Eagles se­ 
lected Steve Zabel, a 6-4, 235- 
pound tight end from Oklaho­ 
ma. Zabel, considered a fine 
blocker, also played defensive 
end and offensive tackle for the 
Sooners. He underwent knee 
surgery last spring and was 
hampered most of his senior 
year. 
Cincinnati took Mike Reid, 
the 6-3, 245-pound All-America 
defensive tackle 
from 
Penn 
State. Reid was the heart of the 
line for Penn State, which went 
undefeated in its last 30 games.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Dem­ 
ocratic challengers hope to re­ 
verse a decade of Republican 
gains 
in 
the 
nation’s 
State 
Houses next November when 35 
states elect governors. 
Thirty-two states. 
Including 
nine of the 10 biggest states, and 
about 70 per cent of the U.S. 
population now have Republican 
governors, and the GOP is map­ 
ping a political defense of this 
near record roster. 
In five of the past six national 
elections. 
Republicans 
have 
gained governorships from the 
Democrats, and the sixth was a 
political standoff. 
The GOP now holds Its great­ 
est number of governorships in 
50 years. 
But this time, 24 Republican 
governorships, and only 11 held 
by Democrats, are on the line, 
and the problem of defense is 
the more difficult in an era of 
steadily rising state expenses— 
and taxes. 
Republicans now appear par­ 
ticularly 
vulnerable 
in eight 
states, with perhaps as many 
more races too uncertain to rate 
the odds at this point. 
In the biggest states, Califor­ 
nia Gov, Ronald Reagan and 
New York’s Nelson A, Rockefel­ 
ler now are favored to win and 
continue GOP administrations. 
The third largest state, Penn­ 


sylvania, Is high on the Demo­ 
cratic target list. Republican 
Gov. Raymond P. Shafer cannot 
run for another term, but the 
spending and the taxes which 
marked state government dur­ 
ing his term will resound as a 
major campaign issue. 
Indeed, if there is a common 
thread in the state campaigns 
ranging from Maine and Florida 
to Hawaii and Alaska, it is 
summed up in that cme word: 
taxes. 
In Ohio, another of the big 10, 
Democratic 
strategists 
hope 
they can hold down in-party ri­ 
valry and look on while Republi­ 
cans battle over a nominee to 
succeed GOP Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
But the Democrats face an 
Ohio primary contest of their 
own—and nationally, the prob­ 
lem of party splitting primary 
election 
fights appears most 
troublesome for them, not the 
GOP. 
That appears to be the case In 
two contests in states from 
which President Nixon recruited 
GOP governors to serve in his 
Cabinet. 
While the campaigns in Michi­ 
gan and Massachusetts could 
prove difficult ones, political an­ 
alysts give the early edge to 
Gov. William G. Milliken, who 
succeeded George Romney, and 
to Gov. Francis W. Sargent, 


who took over from John A. 
Volpe. 
Republicans may have trouble 
in Alaska, where GOP Gov. 
Keith Miller is expected to run 
for elect ion to the job in which 
he succeeded Walter J. Hickel, 
now secretary of the interior. 
GOP incumbents in Wiscon­ 
sin, New Mexico and Nevada 
are leaving office. Minnesota 
Gov. Harold LeVander faces 
low poll ratings in his expected 
re-election bid. That could spell 
trouble for the GOP, particular­ 
ly with Hubert H. Humphrey ex­ 
pected to run for the Senate and 
thus top the Democratic ticket. 
On the other hand, Mary­ 
land’s Democratic fcov. Marvin 
Mandel may face a Republican 
opponent 
cheered—and 
cam­ 
paigned—onward by Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew. Agnew re­ 
signed as Maryland governor to 
take the vice presidency. 
There will be a national mes­ 
sage in the campaign for gover­ 
nor of Alabama, where George 
C. Wallace is rated likely to bid 
for a return to office, challeng­ 
ing Gov. Albert P. Brewer. Wal­ 
lace would be seeking to regain 
the office from which he began 
his 
third 
party 
presidential 
quest. His showing would be a 
key sign of his potential stand­ 
ing in another national cam­ 
paign, in 1972. 
There could be a test of the 
so-called Southern strategy, the 


Republican appeal to conserva­ 
tism, in such states as Georgia, 
South 
Carolina 
and 
possibly 
Texas—all Democratic now. 
Republicans plan a nationally 
coordinated State House effort, 
with political advisers and task 
forces from the GOP governors 
association to be dispatched to 
key battleground states. 
The budget for that national 
effort 
will 
be 
more 
than 
$100,000, according to Shafer, 
chairman of the association. 
The Pennsylvania governor said 
Nixon will take an active part in 
planning the State House effort 
—and Republican politicians in 
some key states already are sig­ 
naling Washington they would 
like campaign help from Nixon 
or from Agnew. 
Another significant element: 
the congressional redistricting 
which will follow the 1970 cen­ 
sus. 
A party in charge of both the 
governorship and the state leg­ 
islature could write congression­ 
al district boundaries to its blue­ 
print, and thus exert crucial in­ 
fluence over the shape of its 
House of Representatives dele­ 
gation for the next decade. 
Uncertainty clouds the politi­ 
cal outlook in some other states, 
among them Connecticut, Ver­ 
mont, Wyoming and South Da­ 
kota, where the 1970 candidate 
lineup is not now clear.

Carswell Repudiates Anew 
White Supremacy Speech 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Judge 
G. Harrold Carswell of T alla­ 
hassee, Fla., swore today at a 
hearing on his nomination to be 
a Supreme Court justice that “ I 
have no notions, secretive, open 
or otherwise, of racial superiori­ 
ty.” 
“ I am not a racist,” he told 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
in repudiating anew a white su­ 
prem acy speech 
he 
m ade 22 
years ago as a candidate for the 
Georgia legislature. 
Carswell also testified that he 
had never been an officer nor 
director nor had anything to do 
with the incorporation of a coun­ 
try club in Tallahassee that had 
taken 
over 
a 
municipal 
golf 
course 
after 
a 
1955 
Supreme 
Court ruling that municipal rec­ 
reation facilities must be deseg­ 
regated. 
This was in reply to published 
reports that he was a director of 
the Capital City Country Club 
that acquired the course a few 
months after the court’s ruling 
and that operated on a racially 
segregated basis. 
The 
50-year-old 
southerner, 
now a judge on the Filth U.S. 


Circuit Court of Appeals, testi­ 
fied that he has never been an 
officer or director of any eoun 
try 
club 
anywhere. 
He 
re­ 
m arked that he is not even a 
golfer. 
However, ( arswell said that 
som etime in 1956 at the request 
of a frier-d he had agreed to sub­ 
scribe $100 for the repair of 
what he referred to as a wooden 
country club. He said $75 of this 
was refunded to him in F eb ru ­ 
ary of 1957 and that he was not 
even a m em ber of the club. 
The questions about the coun­ 
try club and the white suprem a 
cy speech Carswell made in 1948 
were put 
by Sen. 
Roman 
L.. 
Hruska, R-Neb., the top ranking 
GOP m em ber of the Judiciary 
C om m ittee soon after Carswell 
was 
sworn 
as

witness 
by 
C hairm an Jam es O. Eastland, 
D-Miss. 
The political speech that C ars­ 
well made as a candidate for 
the 
Georgia 
legislature 
was 
brought to light from old news 
paper accounts last week after 
President 
Nixon 
nominated 
Carswell for the nation's highest 
court. 


Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pu., said 
today he talked with ( arswell 
Monday and told Carswell “ I 
think the 1948 speech was a fool­ 
ish statement Scott added 
“ He said to me ‘it was an un­ 
wise statem ent of my earlier 
days a rd I repudiate it and I am 
no racist . . . 
“ I 
said 
to him 
“ Judge, 
if 
there is a single senator who 
has not m ade a foolish state­ 
ment, then I’ll have to take a 
new census.”

More Downpours in North Calif. 


$5 Million Loss 
Seen If Funds 
Not Restored

Pomona Valley's school officials 
reacted with 
alarm to President Nixon’s veto of the Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare 
(HEW) 
budget veto Monday 
night. 
They estim ated they would lose nearly $5 million 
in federal school aid if the funds are not restored. 
Of particular concern to the local educators is 
the P resident’s reluctance to continue a subsidy sn 
the case of children whose parents work on govern­ 
ment projects. 
If that aid is wiped out, Pomona alone will lose 
more than $280,000 a year according to John Beck­ 
er. assistant superintendent for business services. 
To make up that amount, the school would have to 
ask for a tax increase of nearly 20 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation, he said. 
“ What makes i« particularly apprehensive,” he 
explained, “ is that the President disapproves of aid 
to impacted areas, except in cases where the p a r­ 
ents live and work on federal property, such as 
Army bases. ' 
The Pomona Unified School District has been 
getting a substantial aid fiom the government in 
the case of children whose parents work for Gen­ 
eral Dynamics. The reason is that since much of 
that com pany’s work is for the governm ent, a large 
portion of its property is not subject to tax. 
Similar aid is received here and elsewhere in 
the area in behalf of the parents who work at Aero­ 
jet, Lockheed and other plants doing business with 
the government. 
But that is only about a third of the money en­ 
dangered by the veto. 
Other money on the block includes Title One 
funds to help teach disadvantaged children of low 
income families, including Head Start appropria­ 
tions; Title Two, books for the school library; and 
assistance for those students who are vocationally 
inclined. 
In Pomona alone, those funds this ye ar amount 
to more than $750,000. Projections for the rest of the 
area from Ontario to Rowland 
Heights 
set 
the 
potential cutback at about $5 million for the year. 
At Chino where there is only a sm attering of 
workers employed on federal jobs, the deficit on 
other projects would still be between $350,000 to $400,- 
000 according to Norm an 
Kettenring director of 
federal projects. 
He said at least $100,000 in federal funds already 
has been comm itted 
to continuing 
projects next 
year under Title One. 
At Bonita, which, anticipating some trouble from 
the government had already cut back expectations, 
every project subsidized by the governm ent m ay 
be lost 
unless funds are replaced, 
Supt. 
R. 
W. 
Dickinson said. 
In addition to the $280,000. Pomona could lose 
about $350,000 under the Title One program , about 
$10,000 under Title Two, and over $35,000 under the 
vocational education program . 
Educators are hopeful that some of the funds 
will be replaced in Ihe HEW budget, particularly 
those which effect disadvantaged children. 
They are most hopeful, however, that Congress 
overrides the P resident’s veto a t a showdown set for 
Wednesday. That would give them all of the money.
